J. Louis Sowers, of Gettysburg 
and 1205 Chestnut street, Harris­ 
burg, has been spending much 
time recently searching the files 
of the Gettysburg Star and Sen­ 
tinel and other local historical 
archives and channels, seeking in­ 
formation for J. W. Johnston, an

New York, who is arranging for 
publication of “The Life of John 
lawrence Burns.’’ 
As 
most local 
people know, 
Bums was a private citizen of 
Gettysburg who took an active 
part in the battle here July I, 
1863, was wounded three times, 
lived in Gettysburg and other 
parts of Adams county for a num­ 
ber of years before and after­ 
ward, was a soldier in the war of 
1812, fought 
in 
the 
Battle of 
Lundy’s Lane, was doorkeeper of 
the House of Representatives at 
Harrisburg in 1867 and 1868 and 
otherwise came into the limelight. 
All this information the author 
has in detail, but there are five 
periods before and after Bums’ 
exploit in the battle here that 
are necessary to complete the 
biography of Bums. The missing 
years are from 1814 to 1818 in­ 
clusive; 
1834, 
then 
IO 
years 
later—1844, 
and

1849, and 
finally, after the battles here, in 
1869. 
Mr. Sowers asked The Times to 
make a public appeal for informa­ 
tion about Burns during these 
missing periods.
